Two Billion Deficit. 

“During the present fiscal year the 
estimated revenue from taxation is: 
about $5,000,000,000, while expenditures 
will be more than $7,000,000,000,” Mr. 
| Fordney said. “ That means that addi- 
| tional revenue totaling from $2,000,000,- 
000 to $2,2265,000,000 will have to be 
raised by other means. The treasury 
department plans to get this money. by 
selling bonds and certificates of vari- 
ous kinds. 

“There isn’t much hope for material 
reductions in expenditures during the 
next fiscal year, starting July 1, 1920. 
That means we shall have to raise as 
much through taxes and keep on sell- 
ing bonds. But we must settie for the 
bonds some day, and that means even 
if the expenditures for other purposes 
are gradually reduced the amount to 
be raised by taxation cannot be cut to 


the same extent. 


Treasury Department Silent. 

“The administration approves the 
present revenue law. So far I have 
received no reco mmendations from the 
treasury department for any revision 
in it.. It seems to be the administra- 
tion policy to continue the law in about 
its present form. 

“It is my belief that if we were to 
pass a revenue bill radically different 
than the present law the president 
would veto it. He would also veto any 
Republican measure for a general re- 
vision of the tariff, That will not 
necessarily prevent us from passing

Sore throat, a first cousin, caused 1,145 
Ppupiis to stay away about 2.5 days each, 
or almost 3,000 days’ loss. In. spite of 
the closure of the schools for a month 
and a half, influenza and its immediate 
effects caused 646 children to stay away 
from school. 

Contagion made up a comparatively 
small part of the total. Diphtheria 
caused only 104 to absent themselves; 
scarlet fever, 41; measles, 187; whooni 
cough, 6, and chickenpox, 169. 

These figures are increased when to 
them is added the number excluded from 
school by the school inspectors; 20 were 
excluded on account of diphtheria, 13 on 
account of scarlet fever, 67 on account of 
chickenpox, 60 measles, and 1 mumps. 

The figures show that diphtheria is not 
very prevalent among Gary school chil- 
dren. Only 18 positive cultures were 
found among 1,019 tubes itneculated from 
school children. Minor skin troubles were 
prevalent among these children. 

In one school the nurse gave 227 treat- 
ments for ringworm, 163 for impetigo, 
and 14 for herpes. Fifteen were excluded 
from school, or absented themselves, on 
account of lice, and the same number on 
aceount of itch. 

Ip all probability the number suffering 
from mild forms of contagious skin 
trouble was considerably greater than 
these figures indicate. 

Within a generation the importance of 
colds and infections of the throat and 
bronchial tubes from the health stand- 
point, and also from the standpoint of 
waste, will be recognized and something 
will be done about it. At that time the 
importance of good air outside and inside 
buildings will be appreciated.
